As- evening approach- 
ed the French cruiser Suchet after a 
heroic battle with the heat, suffocation 
and sulphur fumes, succeeded in mak- 
ing a dash toward* the shore, neariug 
the land close enough to enable her 
to take off 30 survivors of the disaster, 
all of whom were horribly burned and 
mutilated. St. Pierre at that time was 
and absolute, smoking waste, conceal- 
ing 30,000 corpses, whose rapid decom- 
postion necessitated, in some some 
cases, instantly completing their cre- 
mation, which was only partially ac- 
complished by the lava. 


The inhabitants of Fort de France 


were panic sricken the morning of 
the disaster, w£en the sky suddenly 
blackened until it was as dark as mid- 
night. The sea shrank back 30 yards 
and hot ashes began to fall, while

Firewood, quicklime and petroleum are used for this pur- 
pose. The water supply at rit. Pierre is tainted or has disappeared and this 
necessity has to be transported to the scene. 


The rescuers found the refugees in dire distress. It is estimated that a 


thousand persons who escaped the deadly lava here died from injuries or 
lack of food, water and care. 


St. Pierre is practically wiped out. Streets cannot be traced and build- 


ings everywhere are in ruins, covered with lava and ashes. The vaults of 
the bank of Martinique are intact. They contain $400,000.
